Annual  Report g of  the  Acting  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  Public  Plealth  Ins-pector  for  the  Year 


1956 


Mr,  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report. 

The  mid-year  flome  Population  of  the  District  was  9,450, 
according  to  the  estimate  of  the  Registrar-General. 

The  nimiber  of  live-births  was  111  (52  male,  59  female) 
and  the  equivalent  crude  birth-rate  was  11,73;  when  this  rate  is 
adjusted  by  the  Registrar-General's  Comparability  Factor,  which 
takes  account  of  age  and  sex  distribution  based  on  a standard 
population  and  allows  comparison  v/ith  other  Districts,  it 
becomes  12,55;  this  rate  is  below  the  average  for  England  and 
Wales  which  was  15.7  but  it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  these 
figures  are  too  small  for  statistical  comparisons,  as  a small 
increase  or  decrease  in  the  number  of  births  would  influence 
the  rate  disproportionately.  The  high  post-war  birth  rates  have 
gradually  declined  to  an  equilibri’jm  around  15, 

There  was  only  one  still-birth  and  the  rate  was  accordingly 
low,  viz,  8.93  and ^ much  lower  than  that  of  23  for  England  and 
I'/ales,  The  majority  of  still-births  are  due  to  prematurity  and 
abnormal  congenital  causes,  but  careful  ante-natal  supervision 
and  skilled  obstetrical  attention  are  essential  safeguards,

ihere  was  no  death  amongst  mothers  due  to  Pregnancy, 
Childbirth  or  Abortion  v/hich  is  gratifying  to  record,  as  in  former 
years, ^ the  number  of  these  deaths  throughout  the  Country  was  not 
inconsiderable;  for  example  Puerperal  Sepsis  caused  much  illness 
deaths  before  the  discovery  of  the  Sulphonamides  in 
1936  and  the  use  of  Penicillin  in  1941  and  of  other  subsequent 
Antibiotics, 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  v/as  257  (129 
T+  ^-u  female)  ai^-d  the  crude  death-rate  was  accordingly,  27,19 
It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  St.  Mary's  Hospital  for  the 
Chronic  Sick  is  within  the  District,  and  that  the  mortality 
there  is  naturally  high  compared  with  the  rest  of  the  District. 

The  Registrar— General ' s Comparability  Factor  takes  this  into 
account  and  wnen  applied  to  the  crude  rate,  the  adjusted  rate 

becomes  10.06  which  is  lower  than  that  of  11. 7 for  England  and 
Wales, 


The  chief  cause  of  deaths  was  Heart  Disease  and  related 

V'ascular  Diseases,  as  v/ould  be  expected  as  these 
are  tne  diseases  which  naturally  terminate  life  in  the  ao-ed.

A number  of  pies  yyere  prepared  in  a Folkestone  Bakery  from 
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pork  which,  after  having  been  boned-out  and  sliced  on  the  23rd 
June,  v/as  stored  in  a refrigerator  and  minced  on  the  26th  June, 
prior  to  the  actual  filling  of  the  pastry  and  cooking.  The 
pies  were  kept  in  trays  in  the  warm  cook-house  until  they  were 
delivered  on" the  28th  June  at  3.30  p.m.  to  St.  Mary’s  Hospital 
v/here  they  were  placed  in  cold  storage.  On  the  following  day, 
i.e.  29th  Juno,  the  pies  were  removed  from  cold  storage  and 
distributed  for  tea  about  4 p.m.  During  distribution  it  was 
observed  that  some  had  a sour  smell,  although  the  majority  looked 
crisp  and  appetising.  The  distribution  of  the  pies,  to  the 
patients  was  withheld,  but  too  late  in  respect  of  88  of  the 
patients  who  had  already  consumed  those  distributed  to  them. 

Between  7 und  8 p.m.  these  patients  all  complained  of  nausea, 
which  was  followed  by  abdominal  pains,  severe  vomiting,  diarrhoea 
and  collapse.  One  man  who  ate  three  of  the  pies  vi^as  more  ill 
than  the  others.  On  the  following  morning  of  the  30th  June,  the 
majority  of  the  patients  wore  showing  signs  of  recovery,  and 
although  a few  were  rather  seriously  ill  for  a few  days,  all 
eventually  recovered.  Staphylococci,  phage  type  53+ ? were 
isolated  from  the  samples  of  pies  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  and  also  from  the  faeces  of  patients  - no  specimens 
of  vomit  were  obtainable.  Swabs  taken  from  the  nos®  and  throats 
of  the  personnel  of  the  bakery  were  all  negative,  and  none  suffered 
from  boils  or  other  skin  lesions.  Swabs  taken  from  the  equipment 
were  also  negative,  but  this  had  already  been  cleansed.  There 
was  no  evidence  that  rats  or  mice  or  other  possible  vectors  such 
as  cats,  were  present  in  the  bakery.  The  source  of  infection  was 
therefore  not  confirmed,  but  the  conditions  in  the  bakery  had  been 
ideal  for  the  rapid  growth  of  the  bacteria.  Clinically  the 
illness  was  typical  of  Staphylococcal  Toxin  Pood  Poisoning  and 
there  could  be  no  doubt  that  the  pies  were  the  source  of  infection. 
The  other  212  patients  who  did  not  consume  any  of  the  pies  were  not 
affected. 

There  was  a minor  outbreak  of  measles  during  the  year, 

51  cases  having  been  notified.  The  most  important  complication 
in  the  present  phase  of  the  disease  is  broncho-pneumonia  v;hich  may 
develop  rapidly  v/ithin  12-24  hours  to  an  advanced  stage; 
occasionally,  it  precedes  or  co-incides  with  the  onset  of  the 
illness;  treatment  with  Ant ibiot ics , however,  is  usually 
successful.  Another  less  common  complication  is  Otitis  Media. 

It  is  not  practicable  to  prevent  the  spread  of  measles  as  it  is 
most  highly  infectious  before  the  eruption  of  the  characteristic 
rash  and  it  is  confused  by  parents  with  the  common  cold;  in 
consequence,  the  infection  rapidly  disseminates  throughout  class- 
rooms many  of  which  are  still  overcrowded.  Koplik  spots  are  of 
great  help  in  diagnosis;  occasionally  childi*en  are  sent  in  to 
General  Hospitals,  before  the  rash  identifies  the  disease  and  in 
this  respect  Koplik  s.pots  are  of  value  as  they  invariably  precede 
the  rash.  it  slijulM.  also  be  kept  in  mind  that  Gamma  Globulin 
is  available  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Preston  Hall, 
near  Maidstone,  as  it  is  of  value  for  use  when  susceptible 
children  who  are  suffering  from  another  debilitating  illness, 
are  exposed  to  the  disease. 

There  was  also  a small  outbreak  of  whooping  Cough,  15  cases 
having  been  notified.  As  with  Measles,  it  is  not  practicable  to 
prevent  the  propagation  of  this  disease  by  ordinary  measures,  as 
the ^ infect  ion  is  spread  during  the  catarrhal  phase  before  the 
typical  whoop  is  heard.  The  most  common  complication  is  also 
broncho-pneumonia;  asphyxiation  and  collapse  of  the  lung  due  to 
excessive  secretion  of  catarrh  are  also  not  uncommon,  particularly 
in  infants  a few  weeks  or  months  old,  who  should  where  possible 
be  isolated  from  infection.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  modern 
vaccines,  which  have  now  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  for  use 
in  the  County  Council’s  Child  Welfare  Centres,  will  be  as  effective 
in  prevention  as  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  proved. 

There  was  one  case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  notified;  treatment 
of  Puerperal  Sepsis,  which  is  the  usual  cause  of  the  pyrexia,  is 
today  highly  successful. 


Five  cases  of  Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia  were 
notified.  As  secondary  cases  of  Pneunonia  are  not  notifiable, 
the  total  number  of  cases  of  Pneumonia  is  not  known.  Although 
there  were  five  deaths,  the  modern  treatmient  of  those  cases, 
caused  by  organisms  sensitive  to  the  antibiotics,  and/or 
sulphonamides  is  also  highly  successful. 

The  n-umber  of  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  ?• 

The  Chest  Physician  for  the  area  is  responsible  for  investigating 
sources  of  infection,  including  the  examination  of  contacts  and 
for  arranging  treatment.  Great  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
treatment  of  this  disease  and  patients  may  look  forward  to 
complete  recovery  or  prolongation  of  life  if  the  disease  has  not 
been  diagnosed  until  an  advanced  stage.  B.C.G.  vaccination  to 
immunise  against  the  disease,  will  be  offered  in  1957  through 
the  School  Medical  Service,  to  children  of  13  years  of  age.  Much 
progress  has  also  been  made  in  the  ascertainment  of  cases;  for 
example,  facilities  for  X-ray  examination  in  Hospitals  have  been 
much  improved,  and  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  has  been 
invaluable  in  the  discovery  of  latent  or  unsuspected  cases  who 
were  or  would  have  become  open  sources  of  infection.  There  are 
sound  reasons  for  hoping  that  the  disease  ¥/ill  gradually  be 
eliminated  from  the  Country.  There  was  no  death  during  the  year 
amongst  the  69  Respiratory  Gases  on  the  Register  which  by  and  large 
may  be  regarded  as  an  index  of  successful  treatment. 

It  is  gratifying  also  that  no  new  cases  of  non-respiratory 
Tuberculosis  were  notified.  Disease  due  to  the  bovine  bacillus, 
such  as  Tuberculous  Glands  caused  by  the  ingestion  of  infected 
milk  or  meat  was  at  one  time  wide-spread.  The  supervision 
exercised  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  over  milk  supplies  £ind 
meat  inspection  is  of  great  value  in  this  respect. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  you  for  your  interest  and  assistance  in  the  work  of 
the  Department  and  the  staff  for  their  efficient  co-operation.

The  owners  of  three  of  the  four  properties  from  which  unsatls^ 
factory  samples  wore  obtained  have  arranged  for  the  main  supply  to 
bo  connected.

Tho  schenie  for  the  main  drainage  of  Blham,  Ottinge,  Lymingp), 
Etchinghill  and  Newington  was  submitted  to  tho  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  and  the  Public  Inquiry  is  to  be  held  in  April, 
1957. 


Tho  Council  Instructed  their  Consultant  Engineers  to  prepare 
a scheme  for  the  main  drainage  of  Hawkingo,  Swingfiold  and  part  of 
Acrise  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  scheme  will  be  submitted  to  tho 
Ministry  early  in  1957. 

Tho  Borough  of  Folkestone  agree  in  principle  to  sECcept  into 
their  sewers  the  sewage  from  this  area# 

Throughout  trij  yncr  unsatisfactory  reports  have  boon  received 
from  the  Kent  River  Board  on  effluent  samples  tahen  at  tho  Etchinghill 
Sewage  Works  and  it  3s  regret  uod  that,  duo  to  sovero  overloading  of 
this  plant.,  the  effluent  will  continue  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Hov/over, 
when  tho  proposed  main  dralna;^  schemes  have  boon  completed,  tho 
Etchinghill  Works  will  only  bo  called  upon  to  serve  St.  Mary's 
Hospital,  for  which  they  wore  originally  designed,  and  tho  effluent 
should  improve  and  again  be  satisfactory.  At  tho  moment  these  works 
also  receive  most  of  tho  cesspool  emptyings  from  the  whole  District. 

The  fourteen  small  disposal  works  which  treat  sewage  from 
Council  Housing  Estates  vjorked  reasonably  satisfactorily,  but  some 
trouble  was  e:xporlencod  through -the  filter  beds  ’’greasing  up”.  This 
I was  caused  by  the  almost  universal  use  of  washing  detergents. 
Experiments  were  carried  out  with  tho  use  of  chloride  of  lime  on  the 
filter  bods  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  the  results  of  this  treatment 
are  not  yet  available.  When  the  proposed  main  drain  schemes  are 
completed  six  of  those  plants  will  be  redundant. 


All  cesspools  and  some  pail  closets  were  emptied  regularly,  and  j 
as  requested,  by  direct  labour.  No  charge  was  made  for  the  emptying 
of  domestic  cesspools.  Throe  Dennis  omptiors  and  six  men  v>?ero 
employed  to  carry  out  this  service,  A considerable  amount  of  over- 
time v/as  worked  during  the  year,  but  there  was  still  an  unavoidable 
delay  of  up  to  5 weeks  at  certain  times  of  tho  year  botwoQ;n  receipt 
and  exef’ation  of  requests  to  empty  cesspoolsa  ►
